MATTERS FOR THE CONSIDERATION OF 
THE LEGISLATURE. 


Becom m em latlons Made by the Retiring 
Governor—Condition of 
tlie State. 


We present herewith a brief synopsis of the 
Second Biennial Message of Governor Water­ 
man to the Legislature, which was presented 
yesterday: 
Governor Waterman congratulate» the State 
on tbe prosperity of California, the large sums 
to the iredit of the people in the saviDgs banks, 
and the fact that under his administration tbe 
State has been placed on a cash-paying basis, 
also that the State obligations have been 
promptly met and that the State warrants have 
not been floated upon brokers. 
INDEBTEDNESS. 
The funded indebtedness he finds to be 82.612,­ 
009, the total interest-bearing iunded debt, 
82,637,090, of which 810* fOO has been called in, 
leaving outstanding 52,129,500. He advises the 
payment or reiunding of the bonds of 1873, 
which mature July 1,1893. 


COUNTY INDEBTEDNESS. 
The county indebtedness is increasing too 
rapidly, and he advises that the brakes be put 
on at once by constitutional amendment. 
He 
explains in detail what action has been taken 
concerning bonds held in trust ior the State 
school fund, the bonds purchased, with the 
interest they bear: the bonds held in trust for 
the University, etc. He advises a constitutional 
amendment restricting the power to create a 
State debt. He regrets that the State Board of 
Equalization has been crippled in its important 
work by lack of means. 


EXPENSES OF GOVERNMENT, ETC. 
The Governor discusses the cost of maintain­ 
ing State Government, aud defends the expen­ 
ditures made in founding State institutions. 
Upon the subject of municipal prosperity, he 
dwells ujion the government of San Francisco. 
He finds "that never before in the history of the 
city, and particularly during tbe last two years, 
had there been more real and substantial pro­ 
gress made. Labor of all kinds was better paid 
and more fully employed. Substantiality had 
taken the place of weakness, aud there was an 
absolute resurrection of vital forces in even- di­ 
rection of the metropolis. Lethargy had given 
place to strength and vitality, and therefore had 
given the people a brighter hope for the future, 
which was being fully realized. While great 
improvements had been inaugurated and car­ 
ried out in other cities of the "State, San Fran­ 
cisco had exceeded the most sanguine expecta­ 
tions. During my inquiries I tound that in 1889 
improvements 
involving 59,000,000 had been 
entered into and brought to a successful conclu 


ion of dollars annually for immigration pur­ 
poses. Every dollar oi the amount so spent 
came back two fold, owing to the rapid settle­ 
ment of the lands and the growth of towns; the 
taxable valuation ot the State was increased to 
such an extent that taxes were lowered, al­ 
though expendí u es were greatly increased. 
"The same process 
has been noticeable, 
although on a smaller scale, in this State. Ow­ 
ing to the influx of well-to-do immigrants into 
the souihern section of California, a large 
amount has been added to the assessed valua­ 
tion, permitting larger necessary expenditures 
witneut greatly increasing the genera! burden. 
If tbe number of desirable immigrants could be 
iucreasid tenfold—and our -tate could easily 
accommodate a greater number—the result 
would be such an addition to the taxable values 
of Ua.iform-i that taxation would inevitably be 
innch lighter than at present. It is lor you to 
de'ermme now large a sum will be required to 
accouip ish the destrab e result of exhituiiug to 
the world how well adapted California is to the 
making of prosperous aud happy homes, i 
have indicated a million of dollars because a 
thorough exhibit will entail a large expendi­ 
ture for the transportation of our products to 
and from Ch tago, for the erection of necessary 
buildings and for the salaries of officers and at­ 
tendants. 
‘‘At leas*, two large buildings should be pro­ 
vided; one to house the exhib ts which might 
be designated as the California Exposition 
Building, and the otber to serve p. s the head­ 
quarters oi the California Commission, where 
all the pipers oi the State would be kept on file, 
and where a register ol all California visitors 
would be a conspicuous feature. 
“ Both of these buildings would require 
numerous attendants to satisfactorily explain 
to those desirous of securing info*mation all 
about onr resources, and to distribute printed 
matter describing the capabilities oi the State. 
• In considering the question of transporta­ 
tion, it will be necessary to bear in mind toat 
the cost of moving the chief exhibit to and 
from Chicago is not alone involved, but that, in 
order to satisfactorily display our capabilities in 
the fruit-producing iiue, large quantities will 
have to be forwarded during the entire period 
that the lair is in progress. A large stall ot 
men will be necessary to care for these and ex­ 
hibit them properly by day. and wa’chmen will 
have to be employed at night." 


ELECTION LAWS. 
He dwells upou needed reform of the election 
laws, and advises non partisan election com­ 
missions in cities of ICO OoO inhabitants. ‘He ad­ 
vises abolition of tbe provision requiring an 
election officer to be upon the assessment roil. 
He urges such ref irm as will give us a better 
class of election officers. 


a governor's mansion. 
The Governor strongly urges the State to pro­ 
vide a Governor’s mansion, aud says: 
"The building intended ior the purpose ought 
to be locattd in the center of a block of land, 
well aud convenient!; situated, and on ground 
as elevatsd as t ’ e topography of the Capital 
City will permit. There should be plenty of 
space for gardens, shrubbery aud lawn, and the 
entire combination should be of a character 
possessing a liberality in accordance with the 
I position of the one destined to occupy it, and 


Grove of Big Trees, which were ceded to the 
Stale of California by the Government of the 
United Sta es for park purposes, is an impor­ 
tant State interest. The Yosemite valley is ad­ 
mitted to be the grandest natural wonder of 
the world. Its existence within the borders of 
California has attracted tourist travel to our 
State, and has assisted greatly in advertising to 
the world the scenic grandeur of our coast. 
The valley and its interests have occupied a 
greater share of public attention within the 
past two years than in any former period, owing 
to the effort in certain quarters to secure a revo­ 
cation of the grant to the State, and a restora­ 
tion of the grant to the Federal Government. In 
the accomplishment of this object.it is a mat­ 
ter of sincere regret that misrepresentation has 
been resorted to. It has been charged that 
the State has violated its trust, has failed 
to preserve the valley as required in the Act ot 
Cession, and has in many respect i violated the 
conditions of the Acto! Cession. I perform a 
simple act of official duty in declaring that 
these charges are unfounded and untrue. As 
to the policy which should control a trust of 
this character, there is room lor a great diverg­ 
ence of honest opinion, but it may safely be 
assumed that no policy could be adopted by any 
set of men which would meet with universal 
approbation. The valley comes under the ob­ 
servation of visitors from all parts of the 
world. There is, pethtps, as great a diversi y 
of opinion as to what constitutes ’preservation' 
as there are persons to express opinions. These, 
however, may be classified under two general 
conceptions of policy. 
“One view is that the valley should be im­ 
proved; that its stupendous cliffs should be 
made accessible from the floor of the valley 
below by easy, sate aud convenient means; that 
the natural w.ldness of the scenery should be 
subdued to a park-like appearance: that art 
should eomoine with nature in emphasizing the 
striking biauty of tbe place; tbi t the cons ant 
encroachment ol the undergrowth in the valley 
should be resisted; that vistas should beopcnert: 
that the ancient forests should be given a park­ 
like appearance; that, in short, the skill ot the 
landscape gardener should be iuvolved to sub­ 
due its natural wildness to that order and 
symetry pleasing to cultivated taste. 
Opposed 
to this is the view that nature needs no direc­ 
tion, and the precincts of the valley no adorn- 
meflt: that the true policy ot .preservation is to 
permit the f ill, free course of the natural 
growths upon the fioor of the valley. The sup­ 
porters o! this latter view are much incensed a*, 
tbe removal of any part of the rank under­ 
growth. They are opposed to any artificial 
feature whatever. 
Their contention is that 
natural wildness will giveemphasis tograudeur 
and sublimity. 
“One of the leading magazines of the country 
is essaying the self imposed mission oi accom­ 
plishing what it is pleased to term the rescue 
of this great natural wonder from the vandal- 
i-m which has control of it. If a policy worthy 
to be characterized as vandal.sm has in the 
pas: controlled the affairs of the valley, the 
peoplejof California should welcome and en­ 
courage any assistance to rescue the place from 
destruction. I am not unconscious of the value 
of intelligent criticism upon the conduct oi 
public affairs, nor am I ungrateful for the as­ 
sistance such criticism has been to me in the 
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sion: and in 1890, in the same direction, $15,000,­ 
000 had been expended, making a to il valua­ 
tion of 824,000,000. In 1887, the building im­ 
provements amounted to 56,603.054; in 1888, 56,­ 
244,220; in 1889, 59.395,001; and during the pres­ 
ent year, $15,000,000, making a grand total of 
837,444,275. Never before in the history of the 
city were better prices obtained for real estate 
in San Francisco than in thevears I8S8.1889 and 
1890. The sales in 1888 were $22,946,392: in 18S9, 
529,373,833; and in 1890 not less than 524,080,000. 
"Never before in the history of San Francisco 
has there been more money seeking invest­ 
ment in real property than in the last two 
years, and to-day there is very little first-ciass 
property for sale in the market. Agents can 
only supply tbe demand for good investments 
by constantly soliciting owners, and 
it is 
considered a fortunate thing to secure propertv 
at market rates. In view of the fact that the 
pessimist is always engaged in the profitable 
employment oi depreciating everytning and 
everybody, and might lead the unwary and 
thoughtless to believe the stories they relate of 
ih« decadence of municipalities, the fall in 
vi.’.«es, the loss of business, the depreciation in 
real estate, making San Francisco their poinf 
d'apptti, I consider it but just and right, and en­ 
tirely within my province as Chief Executive of 
the State, and in its interest to place upon 
record, and in this official document, an abso­ 
lute denial of all that has been said in antag­ 
onism, and to reiterate, as strong as lauguaze 
can convey its meaning, that to-day no state in 
the Union is more thoroughly progressive aud 
prosperous in every Department than the State 
of California.” 
A LIMIT. 
The Governor doubts if the State Government 
can be supported on a 50-cent limit of State tax­ 
ation, but advises that it be tested and that 
legislation be limited to fit it. He advises ex­ 
amination ot proposed changes in the collection 
of taxes. He advises that during the temporary 
stringency due to tax collection, the State 
money should be let to banks for an interest 
rate. 
EXTB A VAGANCE. 
He warns the Legislature against waste of 
public lunds in the expenses ot the two houses. 
He would have the attaches few. some ot the 
committees consolidated and tbe clerkship per 
diems reduced. He points out the recklessness 
with 
which the last Legislature emploved 
attaches and squandered money on local "ex­ 
penses. 
TH E TREASURY. 
He reviews the condition of the State Treas­ 
ury at length, and advises that tbe number of 
funds be reduced, accounts for which are now 
kept by the Treasurv. He advises that the 
members of the State Board of Hea'th be paid a 
per diem when on actual datv, as it is not befit­ 
ting for the State to ask the members to work for 
it free. 
RETRENCHMENT AND OUTLAY. 
While commending retrenchment, he would 
not have it practiced at the expense of State 
needs, nor to the poor construction of State in­ 
stitutions. He urges that tbe tax levy bill 
should be framed to meet every cent appropri­ 
ated. that the State may buy as cheaply and 
well as the private individual. The asj'lums 
should be brought under more direct control of 
the Sute Board of Examiners. 


WORLD'S FA IR. 
He orees that California be represented at 
the World’s Fair at Chicago, and that she have 
a separate space tor a cumulative exhibit. 
He 
advises the appropriation of $1.000.000 for the 
purpose, divided equally between the tax levy 
of 1891 and the tax levy of 1892. 
“I urge this with all the more confidence, 
after studying the experience of Kansas, which 
Sute, although possessed of infinitely fewer 
resources, deliberately appropriated and ex­ 
pended, during a period of five years, one miil- 


the greatness of the State represented b y htm, 
for it is not exectly right to compel the Gov­ 
ernor of the State to go out on a house-hunting 
expedition the moment after his election or in­ 
auguration, compelling some reluctant, aud at 
the same time speculative citizen to abandon 
his residence to Gubernatorial occupancy, 
mulcting the Executive in a sum, for the rental 
theretor, almost equal to his entire income pro­ 
duced b y his official salary. It is not right. It 
Is not dignified. It is not decant for a State eo 
righly endowed as is California. 
“The State of South Carolina furnishes her 
Governor with a mansion and grouuds, occupy­ 
ing one entire square. The State supplies fur­ 
niture, silverware, etc.. ice and fuel, and appro­ 
priates from S500 to 81,000, as necessities may 
arise, to keep the mansion aud grounds in order. 
The State of Florida has provided most liberally 
for the same purpose. The State of North Caro­ 
lina has a fine mansion, costing $75,000. It is 
kept in repair and furnished elegantly by the 
State. It occupies a commanding position, situ­ 
ated in the center of an entire square. The 
State pays the running expenses of the same. 
The State of Nebraska does not provide a man­ 
sion, but pays house rent for the residence of 
the Governor. 
“ Maryland provides a large and handsome 
mansion for the Chief Executive, containing 
twenty-six rooms, elegantly furnished by the 
State. It also provides a janitor for the "man­ 
sion at S690 per annum, and psys ior heating 
and lighting the mansion. Virginia gives the 
Governor a large and handsomely iurnished 
residence, situated on a square, supplied with 
gas, electric lights and fuel. Michigan has a 
575,000 Governor's mans'on, fitted up at the ex­ 
pense of the State. Missouri maintaius au Ex­ 
ecutive residence. It cost 575,000, and is con­ 
sidered one of the finest residen,oes in the coun­ 
try. 
The State furnishes servants, fuel and 
lights. The Legislature appropriates bienni­ 
ally 510.000 for the maintenance of the mansion, 
in 18?9. $12,000 was expended in refurnishing 
and repairing the Gubernatorial residence. 
"A Governor’s Mansion has been erected in 
New Jersey, at a great cost, aud elegantly fur­ 
nished throughout. Wisconsin has an Execu­ 
tive Mansion, which was purchased in 1885 for 
$20,000. Illinois provides a home for the Gov­ 
ernor. 
It is magnificently 
furnished with 
everything necessary for housekeeping by the 
State; the monogram of the State being on table 
and bed linen, silverware and cutlery; $3,000 
per annum is appropriated for heating and 
lighting the regal home of the Executive. Geor­ 
gia provides a home for the Governor, properly 
and handsomely furnished, and pays the wages 
of servants employed to take care of it. Fuel 
and lights are also provided at the expense of 
the State. 
"Pennsylvania furnishes a mansion for the 
Gove-nor. 
It is completely furnished with 
everything necessary to keep house. The State 
also supplies fuel, light, one messenger, and a 
watchman. Mississippi supplies her Governor 
with a mansion, furnished at the co«t of the 
State. Louisiana is provided with an Executive 
Mansion, well furnished, at the expense ot the 
State. The Governor is allowed a messenger 
and a porter, paid by the S ate. New York pro­ 
vides her Governor with a residence, in addi­ 
tion to his salary of $10,000 per annum: with an 
appropriation each year of $2,000, for repairs 
and incidental expense*. 
NATIONAL GUARD—STATE INSTITUTIONS. 
The Governor warmly commends the Na­ 
tional Guard, and advises its liberal snpport. 
He reviews tbe newly established State institu­ 
tions, and dwells especially npon the high pro­ 
mise of usefnlnacs of the two juvenile reform 
institutions. He reviews the work of re-estab­ 
lishing the Some for the Careot Feeble-Minded 
Children, and advises that the old grounds and 
buildings be sold. 
YOSEMITE. 
Under this heading the Governor says: 
“The 
Yosemite valley and the Mariposa 


conduct of the aflairs of this cnmmnnweaith. 
The criticisms of the very able megazinc above 
alluded to are, however, open to the objection 
that they seek to establish the policy of land- 
scaDc gardening as the method of preservation 
to "be adopted, by showing that the policy of 
leaving nature to its own devices has been vio 
lated. 
"Every charge against the administration of 
the valley, which has come under my observa­ 
tion, comprises allegations of acts in line with 
tbe policy of giving direction to and putting 
limitations npon the natural growths of the 
valley. Careful consideration ol these mattters 
leads to the conclusion that the charge of 
vandalism is wholly unfounded, and that the 
general management of the valley has been m 
a general sense consistent with its preservation 
and improvement, and that in no respect has 
the Act of Cession been violated. The aflairs of 
the valley have acquired additional importance 
in an Act ef Congress, reserving for national 
park purposes all the lands to the very head­ 
waters of the streams which supply the falls of 
the valley. 
“The new reservation surrounding Yosemite 
comprises an area commencing at township 3 
north, range 19 east, running thence due east 
thirty-six miles, thence south twelve miles, 
thence east six miles, thence south twelve miles, 
thence east six miles, thence south twelve 
miles, thence west forty-eight miles; thence 
noith thirty-six miles to the place of beginning, 
embracing an area of forty-tour townships of 
lsnd, or one thousand five hundred and eighty- 
four square miles. 
It embraces portions of 
Tuolumne and Mariposa counties. This reser­ 
vation has the original cession, made by the 
United States to the State of California, at about 
its mathematical center. Its eastern limits pass 
l>eyoud the central axis of the Sierra Nevada 
Mountains. 
Its western boundary lies along 
the boundary line of townships 19 east from 
towu-hip 4 souih across the base line to town­ 
ship 2 north. In addition to the great Yosemite, 
It incloses in perpetual reservation for park 
purposes the grandest and most remarkable 
mountain scenery perhaps on the earth, 
serves in natural 
. 
It pre- 
randeur and sublimity vast 
forests of pine, including every variety of con­ 
ifera- known to the Sierra Ni-vada«. 
In my 
opinion, the reservation is an act of great wis­ 
dom, for which the people of California should 
be grateful to the Federal Government. 
The 
reservation is not, however, a cession to the 
oeople of the State of California. The park, by 
the Act. is placed under the exclusive control of 
the Secretary of the Interior, who has promul­ 
gated rules and regulations for the government 
of the park. 
These rules, so far as I am ad­ 
vised, do not in any respect interfere with the 
control of Yosemite valley through Commission­ 
ers appoint d by the State 
"In addition to this, another reservation, 
known as tbe Sequoia Park Reservation, is lo­ 
cated in Tulare county. It embraces seven 
townships, commencing at the northwest comer 
of township 15 south, range 20 east, running 
thence east two townships to the northeast cor­ 
ner of township 15 south, range 30 east; thence 
south three townships to the northeast corner of 
township 18 south, range 30 east; thence east to 
the northeast corner of township 18 south, range 
31 east; thence south to the southeast corner of 
the same township; thence west two townships 
to the southwest corner of township 18 south, 
range 30 east; thence north to the northeast cor­ 
ner of township 17 south, range 29 east; thence 
west to the northeast comer of township 7 sou h, 
range 25 east; thence north two townships to the 
place of beginning, embracing 252 sqn&re miles. 
This park is also placed under the management 
of the Secretary of the Interior.” 
STATE PRINTING OFFICE. 
The message commends in the most flattering 
temns the management and work of the State 
Printing Office. 
The Governor recommends 
that “the amonnt of printing required bT the 
State departments ha* grown rapidly year by 


year, and is constantly increasing. The laws 
regulating the State printing should be carefully 
revised by your honorable 
bodies, and so 
amended that necessary restrictions and limit 
can be enforced upon the several departments 
in regard to taeir demands upon tire State 
Printing Office, and a plain definition given as 
to what is or is not legitimate S’ate printing." 


TRAIN WRECKING. 
On th’s subject the Governor rays: 
“The frequency ot train wreekiug during the 
last four i r five years must have certainiv im 
pressed your honorable bodies, as it has awak­ 
ened a realization in my mind that the punish­ 
ment iorthec mmissiouof sohFiuousanofteuse 
is entirely inadequst». It would he useless ior 
me to elaborate upon the disastrous re-iuds 
flowing it in such dastardly acts, as they are 
too palpable and appalling to contemplate; cer­ 
tain it is, however, humen life must be pro- 
teetea and property made secure from attacks 
ot the kind to which I am now alluding, and I 
see no other course in order to reach such a 
consummation than tbe adoption of the severest 
measures, aud. in my judgment, train wrecking 
where human life is involved sh u!d be made a 
capital off..-use, punishable with death, and 
where human life was not involved, the pun­ 
ishment should t>e imprisonment for Ire, with 
no change in the sentence in either event ex­ 
cept by a unanimous vote of the Supreme Court, 
so there migh not be a repetition of the crime 
in the future by those delected at the present. 
"I.respectfully request yonr honorable bodies 
to give these suggestions your most serious ami 
intelligent consideration, and evolve some 
method whereby the transportation of life and 
property may be made sate and secure, so iar 
as legislative action can do.” 
H;s Excellency calls attention to the nefari­ 
ous business carried on in the State under su< h 
methoas and practices as those organizations 
known as “Endowment Associations,-’ and rec­ 
ommends legislation that will put an end to 
them. 
STATE BOARD OF EXAMINERS. 
The Governor ho ds that there is a great flaw 
in the system of busiuess at present used in the 
state. He saj’s: “ The Board of Examiners, 
whose duty it is to pass upon the justness and 
legality of t very debt contracted by every Com­ 
mission, Board, or officer of the State is com­ 
posed of the Governor, the Secretary of State, 
aud Attorney-General. 
’ 
“The duties required of these officers in their 
own offices are tedious and arduous enougn, 
without endeavoring to perform these addi­ 
tional duties, to which they can oniv give a 
few moments where hours shou d be con­ 
sumed. 
After reviewing the mu'titudinous duties of 
these officers, he says: 
“I strongly recommend and e ;mostly request 
that your bouorable bodies provide for the cre­ 
ation of a Board of Examiners, which shall take 
the place of the present ex officio Board, whose 
duties will he the same, witn some few addi­ 
tions caused by the growth and demands of the 
state’s business, and whose powers will not be 
so circumscribed. This new Board should not 
alone take the place of the Board of Exam in­ 
ers, but should also perform the duties of the 
State Capitol Commissioners, and act as a State 
Board of Charities. 
They should have the 
I>ower and authority to r at least once every 
fiscal year, and as often as they deem necessary; 
expert the hooks of the different institutions ot 
the State. They should have the power tocom- 
£ 
el any institution to change its form of book- 
ecping, to conform to a geueral svstem that 
should be introduced throuihout the diff.-rent 
departments of the State Government. 
They 
should have the power to inaugurate and com­ 
pel the introduction of a perfect and thorough 
system ot business in all departments. They 
should exercise a supervision over all public 
buildings in the oourse of construction, and ap­ 
prove all contracts made by any department or 
institution of the State, and they should super­ 
vise the management aud control of all orphan 
asylums and homes tor aged indigents.” 


SALARIES OF STATE OFFICERS. 
The Governor says that after careful consider­ 
ation he has come to the conclusion that there 
is not a State officer that is paid a salary com­ 
mensurate with the labor and duties he is 
called upon to perform, especiallv Justices of 
the Supreme Court aud Superior Judges. 


TH E CODE'. 
Several pages of the message are devoted to 
showing the necessity for a revision of the 
Codes, with the recommendation that a Depart­ 
ment of Government be erected to biennially 
report to the Legislature such changes and alter­ 
ations as are needed. 


THE STATE UNIVERSITY 
Is referred to as “the noblest institution in our 
state, ’ and considera ble space is devoted to it. 
It is recommended that au additional c’.erk, 
to be known as “Stenographic Clerk,” be ap­ 
pointed for the Governor’s office. 


USELESS COMMISSIONS. 
His Excellency strongly recommends the 
prompt abolition of every useless Commission 
drawing support from the fctate, and savs • 
“From my knowledge of the matter, I am 
clearly of the opinion that the operations of the 
State Board ot Trade, representing every county 
in the State (as that institution üoes), working 
ably and well to advance the interests of Cali­ 
fornia, with its adjunct and off-pring, ‘Cali­ 
fornia on Wheels,’ and both the outcome of pri­ 
vate enterprise, have done more, much more to 
the advantage of California, than all the ex­ 
travagant, wasteful and u>eless Commissions 
sanctioned by legislative enactment.” 


TH E STATB LIBRARY. 
An entire change in the conduct and manage­ 
ment of tne State Library is recommended. One 
proposition advanced is that the appointment 
of Trustees shotiid be vested in the Governor 
and the number reduced from five to three. 
The money that goes to make up the revenue 
that supports the State Librorv should be paid 
into the general fund, and all bills take the regu­ 
lar course. 
The Governor’s second proposition 
is that the whole management of the otate Li­ 
brary ahould be placed in the hands of the Gov­ 
ernor, who shall have the appointment of the 
State Librarian. In this case the Board ol Li­ 
brary Trustees should be abolished. 


MISCELLANEOUS MATTERS. 
The work of the Board of State Harbor Com­ 
missioners is warmly commended. The pur­ 
pose of the Board to erect a magnificent pas­ 
senger depot at the foot of Market street is 
warmly approved, and it is recommended that 
space should be set apart in it for the u e of 
the state Board of Trade, the horticultural dis­ 
play aud the M-ning Bureau. 
Attention is a’so given to the belt railroad 
and the management of the San Francisco 
water lront. The improvements contemplated 
wi.l necessitate the issuance of State bonds to 
the amount of 51,000,000 
Some amendments to the Constitution are rec­ 
ommended, to relieve the Supreme Court of ac­ 
cumulated cases, in regard to municipal gov­ 
ernments, and in regard to 


RAILROAD TAXATION, 
On which the Governor says: “The subject of 
railroad taxation is one that should be defi­ 
nitely settled. The claim is made bv the rail­ 
road companies (and very justly so) that they 
are subject to unjust discrimination under the 
Stete Constitution, because they are not allowed 
to deduct the amount of their indebtedness, as 
are other debtors; and, in my judgment, their 
rights under the Constitution are the same as in 
dividuais. This queri on will remain a debát­ 
anle one for many years to come, unless set 
tied by some amendment to the Constitution." 
INSANE ASYLUMS AND PRISONS. 
These institutions are all fully considered 
and at great length. The condition of each is 
pointed out, and various recommendations 
made in regard to them. 
The purchase ci Sutter’s Fort is announced 
and the communication to the Governor by the 
eommittee of the Native Sons (heretofore pub­ 
lished) is submitted. 
Attention is called to irregulations in weights 
anu measures, and considerable attention is 
given to the question of irrigation. 
Gratitude is expressed to the other State offi­ 
cers and attaches, and the Governor concludes 
as follows: 
"In conclusion, I sincerelv and cordially 
welcome my successor to the exalted position to 
which the people have callea him. assuring 
him of my earnest interest in the success of his 
administration, which 1 feel confident will be 
conducted solely for the public good, pledging 
him as a citizen, and one of his own political 
faith, my heartiest co operation.”

THE CONVENTION TO MEET IN THIS 
CITY ON MONDAY. 


Im portant Legislation N eeded—The Gov­ 
ernm ent Engineers to he H ere 
Aliout Next Thursday. 


T he m em bers of the Executive Com ­ 
m rtee of the California R iver Im prove­ 
m ent Convention have had a sab-cim - 
m ittee at w ork for severa! weeks preparing 
a bill for consideration by the present 
Legislature. 
There 
have been several 
m eetings of the Executive C om m ittee to 
receive and consider the reports of this 
sub-com m ittee, 
and 
they 
have finally 
caused to be framed a bill w hich it is be­ 
lieved w ill be approved by all interested in 
river im provem ent and valley drainage. 
In view of the great im portance of the 
interests involved, of the present oppor­ 
tune tim e for favorable action by the Legis­ 
lature, aDd to enthuse the m em bsra of the 
Convention with the spirit actuating the 
Com mittee, they have decided to call the 
Convention to meet in Sacram ento on 
M onday next, the 12th, at 2 o’clock f . m , 
when the Executive Com mittee will report 
the bill and an outline of its work during 
the pas: year, and ask for the approval 
and instructions of the Convention. 
It is expected tbat the new Board of 
A rm y Engineers recently appointed by the 
Secretary of VVar to exam ine and report 
upon the condition of the Sacram ento and 
heather rivers will meet in Sacram ento on 
the 15th and proceed from this point to 
m ake the proposed investigations. 
The 
Board consists oi Colonel U H . M endeli 
(President), Major Alexander M cKenzie and 
Captain Dan C. Kingman, all engineers 
fam iliar w ith Western rivers.

THE BEHRING SEA DIFFICULTY. 


THE YiCAHT CHAIR. 


The correspondence between the Ameri­ 
can and British Governments concerning 
the Behring Sea difficulty appears to us to 
he supportive of the position assumed by 
the United States. 
The issue is capable of being very 
simply and concisely stated. 
We claim 
exclusive right over the fur-seal fisheries 
in Behring Sea, because we purchased from 
Russia the right which she cad uninter­ 
ruptedly exercised for eighty years. 
We claim the right, further, because the 
habit of the seal is to breed upon one of 
our shores and migrate through deep seas to 
another shore of the United States to raise 
the young, and it is therefore necessary 
that we should protect them en route from 
a taking that will work their extermina­ 
tion if persisted in. 
We do not say that Eehring Sea is a 
closed sea, but do say that for all purposes 
of fur-sealing it is oar marine territory. 
Nevertheless, we do not claim any right to 
check or interrupt the commerce of the 
world in sailing through or in any way 
navigating the sea. 
Great Britain, upon her part, says to us 
that her fishers take seals in the deep sea 
outside the three marine league shore 
limit, and that as it is an open sea and 
world fishery, she must protect her fishers 
in their action. 
She therefore denies the 
right of the United States to prohibit the 
taking of seals in the deep sea, or to es­ 
tablish and enforce regulations for the 
fisheries. 
However, says Great Britain, we are 
willing to arbitrate whether or not Great 
Britain conceded jurisdiction in the sea in 
any degree to Russia, and if so, whether it 
passed to the United States. 
Did the 
treaties of 1824 and 1825, in which the 
“PacificOcean” wasnamed, include Behring 
Sea as of the ocean ? H.os any country the 
right to extend its marine jurisdiction be­ 
yond the shore limit of three marine 
leagues ? 
To these offers the United States re­ 
plies: We cannot consent to any arbitra­ 
tion of such question. 1. Any concession 
Great Britain may have made to Russia 
can cut no figure in our case. 
For it 
would settle nothing more than if Russia 
had conceded to England jurisdiction over 
the Thames. 2. It makes no difference 
what may be construed to be included by 
the words “Pacific Ooean” in the treaties 
of 1824-20, because at the time Russia 
asserted and maintained her jurisdiction 
over the sea. 3. As to whether a nation 
may extend her marine jurisdiction as a 
rule Is not an issue, but it is settled inter­ 
national law that she cannot do so as a 
rule. 
But there are exceptions, and 
Great Britain is an example of their cs- 
tablsshment at St. Helena in the time of 
Napoleon’s captivity, and in stretching 
her power over 600 miles of mid ocean, in 
exclusive jurisdiction over the pearl fish­ 
eries. 
But, says the Government of the United 
States, wc are willing to arbitrate these 
questions: 1. What exclusive jurisdiction 
did Russia exercise over Behring Sea? 
2. How far did Great Britain recognize 
it ? 3. Was Behring Sea included in the 
treaty of 1825 between Great Britain and 
Russia, and what rights, if any, did the 
latter concede to the former in the sea by­ 
said treaty? 4. Did not Russia’s rights 
in the sea pass to the United States by the 
purchase of Alaska? -5. What are now 
the rights of the United States as to the 
fur-seal fisheries in Behring Sea outside 
of ordinary territorial limits? Out of 
what do such rights, if any, spring? 
Then, says the United States Govern­ 
ment, if the arbitrators determine that, 
in establishment of fishery regulation, the 
concurrence of Great Britain is necessary, 
we are willing to arbitrate further, on this 
basis: 1. How far is it necessary, to pre­ 
serve the fisheries, that our jurisdiction 
should exteml ? 2. Is a closed season 
necessary, in which killing of seals out­ 
side of shore jurisdiction should be pro­ 
hibited? 
This presents the whole question as con­ 
cisely as it is possible to be done. We 
submit that the Government of the United 
States has been neither unkind nor severe 
in its demands; its seizures two years ago 
were not rude or unnecessary; its forbear­ 
ance last fishing season was unprecedented 
and humiliating. We submit that the 
demands of England and its refusal to arbi­ 
trate upon the basis laid down by Mr. 
Blaine in the name of the President, dis­ 
closes the British council as fearful of 
Dominion wrath and cowed before the 
arrogant claims of colonial poachers. If 
upon such issues a gun is fired and war 
precipitUed, it will be a woeful day and 
irreparable injury will be inflicted upon 
both nations. England will lose Canada, 
at least temporarily; our ports will be 
blockaded, nearly all internal industry 
paralyzed by cessation of exports, and a 
decade of peace will not restore us to our 
present position of prosperity. 
The people of the United States do not 
want war with Great Britain; the cause is 
not sufficient to do credit to either nation 
in shedding English and American blood. 
But the American people have a keen 
sense of justice; they realize that if Eng­ 
land will not yield and peace can be main­ 
tained only by the United States conced­ 
ing Britain’s claims, that there will in all 
the future be no other position for the 
United States Government to assume but 
that of submission to arrogant demands of 
our cousins upon the north, and in such an 
attitude they are not disposed to place 
their country. They abhor war; they be­ 
lieve it can and should be avoided ; but 
they also believe that the position taken 
by the Government in the Behring Sea 
matter is sound, and cannot be abandoned 
without dishonor and national humilia­ 
tion. 


such thought be wrung from anything that 
has appeared in the R ecord-U nion. The 
Chronicle well knows this, and its insist­ 
ence upon w hat is untrue puts us to the 
disagreeable necessity of charging it w ith 
w illful misrepresentation. 
The R ecord-U nion has eaid, and says, 
that under no one of the modified forms 
of the Australian ballot system is the 
voter deprived of knowledge of who are 
candidates until he enters the voting 
booth. On the contrary, we have re­ 
peatedly and clearly asserted in this de­ 
bate, in which the Chronicle has been 
pinned to the wall, that every pains is 
taken to post the list of candidates, to 
print copies of the official tickets, to give 
the widest publicity for weeks and days 
prior to the election of the list of candi­ 
dates; that no means now open for in­ 
forming the voter prior to voting is closed 
by any of the reform laws. Can the 
Chronicle understand so much of plain 
English ? Has it the honesty to conduct 
the debate upon that basis of fact ? 
Again, no one contends for the adoption 
of the Australian system pure and simple 
in any State of the Union. It is not 
adapted to our conditions or political svs- 
tem. What is claimed is credit for any 
one of nine American systems, based upon 
the principle of the official ballot, and the 
secret polling-booth. Our reform laws 
provide for perfect freedom on the part of 
voter; his protection from domination, 
oversight, menace or threat; his receipt of 
an official ballot that he may easily mark 
his preferences; the assurance that the 
same ballot is cast; for assistance to the 
illierate, the blind and the palsied; for 
perfect freedom of the polling-place from 
crowds, and vet for the perfect publicity 
of the act of voting and full opportunity 
to challenge. 
The apparent absolute ignorance of the 
Chronicle upon the reform systems is as­ 
sumed. It knows perfectly well what the 
laws are. They are in book form at its 
very elbow ; it assumes the air of ignor­ 
ance to cover ulterior designs, and to enable 
it to assert as fact that which in truth 
does not and never did exist. 
We had hoped, in the common interest 
of truth and the attainment of the best 
possible ballot systems, to have debated 
this question with the solitary opponent 
of the reform system; but that becomes 
impossible when one of the disputants in­ 
dulges in rank misrepresentation.

THE SUSPENSION OF 
SYTEE. 
COLONEL FOR- 


The suspension of Colonel Forsythe, at 
the suggestion of an unknown somebody, 
and in the face of the hostile Indian 
forces, and the putting of that gallant 
officer upon investigation in the very 
midst of battle, in the light afforded by 
the news to this date, looks like a stu­ 
pendous blunder. It would have been 
time enough in which to have examined 
into the conduct of the Colonel’s com­ 
mand when the trouble was over. 
It may be true that Indian women and 
children were killed at the Wounded 
Knee conflict by soldiers of Forsythe’s 
command. Why should they not have 
been shot down? The boys were drawing 
heads on the soldiers and the squaws were 
loading the guns of the bucks and also 
firing. The buck and the squaw, each 
swathed in a blanket, look much alike at 
rifle distance, and a soldier cannot be ex­ 
pected to use opera glasses before tiring. 
Moreover, if squaws and children make 
themselves combatants, they must accept 
the results. They understand this well 
enough, every one of them. How can we 
expect our soldiers to fight Indians, with 
the knowledge that in front is probable 
death from the rifle fired by a boy or a 
squaw, and behind them, if they do es­ 
cape, is a Court-martial if in the fight they 
kill either boy or squaw? 
However looked at, the suspension of 
Colonel Forsythe was an error, an insult to 
a tried and gallant officer, and a bit of 
diletanteism that will tend to take all the 
v gor and energy out of every man and 
officer at the front. 


L e t u s entertain the hope, now that the 
Citrus Fair is about to open at Marysville, 
that our people will so adjust business as 
to attend in large numbers.

Attorney-General Hart Holds that Sen- j 
ator Jones Cannot Continue to 
Hold the Office. 


Governor Waterman on Monday ad­ 
dressed a communication to Attorney- 
General-elect Hart, asking for his opinion 
as to whether he (tne Governor) should 
issue a call for an election in Butte coua:y, 
to fill the vacancy caused by the death of 
C. L. Pond, who was elected Senator. 
The Governor had requested an opinion 
from Attorney-General Johnson some two 
weeks ago in regard to the subject, and was 
informed that Senator A. F. Joues would 
hold over until his successor was elected 
and qualified, and that there was no neces­ 
sity or issuing a proclamation calling for an 
election. 
General Johnson’s opinion was criticised 
on all sides, and the Governor concluded to 
find out what the new Attorney-Goneral’s 
views were on the subject. So on yesterday 
Mr. Hart rendered the following opinion, 
directly the reverse of that of his prede­ 
cessor: 
To hie Excellency. R. IF. Waterman, Governor of 
the State of California—S ir: in repiy to your com­ 
munication oi the 5th inst.. and request tor au 
opiniou as to whether or not an election should 
be held for the purpose of electing a Senator to 
fill the vacancy occasioned by the death of 
Senator elect V. L. Pond in the Fourth Senato­ 
rial District, Butte county, and as to whether or 
not the Hou. A. F. Jones is entitled to hold on 
until his successor is elected and qualified, I 
beg leave to report as follows: 
'1 ha: membsi s of the Senate and Assembly of 
the State of l alilormaare constitutional ofiicers 
aud their terms of office cannot be more or less 
than as fixed by the Constitution itself, and this 
fixed term cannot be increased or diminished 
by the Legislature or any act of that body. 
Section 4 of Article IV of the Constitution 
provides that the term of a Senator shall be 
lour years. There is no provision of (ire Con­ 
stitution providing for Senators or Assembly­ 
men holding until their successors are elected 
and qualified. 
Section J, Article V of the Constitution pro­ 
vides that tile Governor shall hold his office for 
four years irom and after the first Monday after 
the first day of January subsequent to his elec­ 
tion and until his successor is elected and quali­ 
fied.Section 17, Article V provides that the terms 
o' office of the State Controller. Treasurer, At­ 
torney-General and Surveyor-General shall be 
the same as mat of Governor. It is thus seen 
that the Constitution provides that certain State 
officers shall euut:nue iu office uutil their suc­ 
cessors are elected aud qualified, ibis also ap­ 
plies to Lieuteuant-Governor. as is shown by the 
provisions of Section 15. Article V. There is no 
such provisiou iu the Constitution applying to 
Senators and Assemblymen. Therelore I am of 
the opinion that the term of office of Senator 
beh.g a fixed period of four years, the term 
ceases at the eud of that time; and that the 
term of A. F. Jones as Senator of the Fourth 
Senatorial District terminated at 12 o’clock M. 
on the 5th day of January, 1891. 
1 have cartluUy examined the opinion of my 
predecessor, Attorney -General Johnson, directed 
to the Honorable M. D. Boruck, your Private 
Secretary, under date of December 5,1890, aud 
after reading the same and examining the law 
in the premises, I am convinced that his con­ 
clusion that Senator Jones would hold over un­ 
til his successor was elected and qualified is 
wrong and unwarranted by law. 
It is true Section 879 of the Politai Code 
provides that ’’every officer must continue to 
discharge the duties of his office, although his 
term has expired, uutil his successor has quali­ 
fied;” but mis section does not apply to Sen­ 
ators and Assemblymen. 
1 he Legislature cannot by any Act extend or 
limit the term of an officer whose term is fixed 
by the Constitution, aud therefore Section S79, 
aforesaid, is not operative) so far as Senators 
and Assemblymen are concerned. 
That section was passed to apply to all offices 
created by the Legislature, end all offices, if 
any, where the Constitution failed to fix the 
term. 
S-ction 12 of Article IV of the Constitution 
provides: “When vacancies occur in either 
House, the Governor shall issue writs ol elec­ 
tion to fill such vacancies.'’ 
if the opiuiou of General Johnson is correct, 
then no vacancy could occur, as the seat would 
be occupied by a Senator holding over, ami. if 
occupied.it would not be vacant. Under his 
construction no vacancy would ever exist. 
You therefore have the right to issue a writ of 
election for Senator in aud for the Fourth Sena­ 
torial District, in accordance with the law in 
such eases. 
On receipt of the above opinion Gov­ 
ernor Waterman issued a proclamation 
calling fora special election to be held in 
Butte county on Saturday, January 17, 
1891, to elect a successor to the late Senator 
C. L. Pond, deceased.

After the minutes of Monday’s session 
had been read, a disputearose as to whether 
Mr. Greer could sign them, as part of them 
were the proceedings of the old Board, over 
which Mr. Ross presided. The matter was 
finally referred to the District Attorney. 
The petition of Sperry Dye and others 
for a new county road uear'isleton was 
taken up. and Dye addrested the Board in 
support of the petition. 
He said the road 
would be a great benefit to persons living 
in its vicinity. 
O. T. Alleuder, who also lives near Isle- 
ton, opposed the new road. 
He said it 
would injure bi3 land by cutting it in two 
sections, and besides, he did not think the 
road was needed. 
Afier some further talk on the subject, 
Supervisors Miller and Jenkins stated that 
they were unfamiliar with the locality of 
the proposed new road, and as an expendi­ 
ture of c insidtrabie money would be en­ 
tailed, they preferred to inform themselves 
further before vofmg. 
The ma'ter was accordingly laid over 
for two months. 
At Ibe afiernoon session the petition of 
J. F. Cross and others fora new county 
road, connecting the Auburn and Antelope 
roads, was heard. 
In this case nearly everybody was in 
favor of the proposed road.’but only one 
of the petitioners was willing to donate the 
land for it to the county. They wanted 
the county to buy theland and to pay them 
for fencing the road. 
Supervisor Bates suggested that they 
could not want the road very bad, and 
moved that the petition be denied. 
The motion was adopted. 
On motion oí Mr. Miller, the same rules 
as governed the Board last year were 
adopted for the ensuing term. 
Chairman Greer announced the standing 
committees of the new Board as follows: 
Judiciary Committee—Miller, Bates and 
Jenkins. Accounts and Expenditures— 
Bates, Miller and Black. Public Buildings 
—Black, Miller and Jenkins. 
County 
Hospital — Jenkins, Miller, Biack and 
Bates. 
Contracts and Printing—Miller, 
Black and Jenkins. Roads and Bridges— 
Jenkins, Bates and Black. Education and 
Schools—Black, Miller and Bates. 
The Board then took a recess until to- 
dav.

THE “ W ELL" AGAIN.

dem eanor. And I do not understand that the 
Secretary of State is above the law. 
We are as­ 
sembled here to m ake the law: and should we 
go down on tbe records as being in favor of 
breaking the law? 
I do not care w hether the 
official be high or low, it is his business to 
keep him self w ithin the law. 
And I ask per­ 
mission to read the section 
of 
the 
Code 
w hich m akes the sale or gift of liquor in the 
Capitol a misdemeanor. 
I wish, before I do 
that, tosav that, while the Secretary of State is 
the legal custodian of the Capitol, there is no 
section oi the law. there is no Act ever passed 
by th e Legislature giving him the right to rent 
any rocm in tins building for any purpose 
whatever, w hether it be a legitim ate t r an ille 
gitim ate purpose. 
Section 112 of the Political 
Cotie declares: ’ The Secretary of Slate Ls tne 
superintendent and hes charge of the state 
Capitol, and he m ust keep tbe same, together 
w iih all property therein, iu good condition and 
repair.” 
There is no section, there is do law. 
which perm its or authorizes the Secretary of 
State to rent the basem ent or any other room 
in this Capitol for any purpose whatever. Sec­ 
tion 172 of the Penal Code, which is the law of 
the State by which we are bound, and, I appre­ 
hend, by w lieh the Secretary of State is bound, 
says : “Every person who, in the State Capitol or 
w ithin the lim its of the grounds adjacent 
thereto and belonging thereto, sells, gives away 
or exposes for sale any vinous or alcoholic 
liquors, is guilty of a m isdem eanor.” 
Now it is 
not necessary for me lo m ake a long argum ent 
here upon to is resolution. 
The only question 
before the Hom e ls, w hether we, as legislators, 
are willing to be bound by the law : w hether 
we, assembled here to m ake laws, are willing 
to say th at the Secretary of state is above the 
law. I do not think he is. 
Mr. Bruñe;—I second the adoption of the re­ 
solution. 
The question was put and the resolution 
agreed to 
w ith but two or three dissenting 
votes. After tbe result was declared a roll call 
was dem anded by several members, but the 
Speaker announced it was too late.

The Board of Police Commissioners met 
last evening at the request of E. M. Leitch. 
The three members of the Board—Mayor 
Comstock, Police Judge Cravens and Chief 
of Police Drew—were present. 
Grove L. Johnson addressed the Com- 
nrsaioners, as attorney for Mr. Leitch. He 
said he had been directed to make com­ 
plaint that unlawful gambling was going 
on in the city; that faro game3 were ru n ­ 
ning nightly at Second and K, over tbe 
Bank Exchange, and in the Skaggs build­ 
ing, on the southeast corner of Seventh 
and K streets, aud that the officers on these 
beats were not doing their duty. 
He mentioned the names of the officers, 
and stated that the object in making the 
complaint was to rail ihe attention of the 
Board to the lact before taking any other 
measures in the m atter 
He believed that 
each one of the Commissioners f.-lt that 
gambling was going on. although they had 
no personal knowledge of the fact, and he 
requested that they direct the officers to 
enforce the law. 
Mr. Leitch and other parties who re­ 
quested that tbe attention of the Board be 
called to tbe matter were in earuest, Mr. 
Johnson said, and proposed to take action 
to the fullest extent of the law. 
Ha be­ 
lieved that if the officers were instructed 
to stop the games, and were given assur­ 
ance that they would be supported in their 
endeavors by the Board of Police Commis­ 
sioners. they would not hesitate to put an 
end to the iaro games. 
Chief Drew said he did not propose to 
pay any attention to Mr. Leiich’s com­ 
plaint. 
He had not made his charges in 
the proper manner, and had only called 
the Board together as a “fake.” 
Judge Cravens said he knew that the 
common impression was that unlawful 
gambling was in progress. NiDety-nine 
oat of one hundred men would say so, al­ 
though they did not actually see the games 
running. Section 335 of the Penal Code 
stated that it was the duty of District At­ 
torneys, and all law officers, to endeavor to 
suppress unlawful 
gambling, 
and that 
when they had reasonable cause to believe 
that it was in progress it was their duty to 
investigate and satisfy themselves. 
“As far as I am concerned,” said the 
Judge, “no officer need have any fear that 
I will score him if he does his duty. I ex­ 
pect them all to carry oat the law. and if 
they have cause to believe that gambling is 
going on I want them to try and ferret it 
out. 
If they fail to do their duty they 
need expect no favors from me, and when 
I find that they are not sincere in their 
work I think I will be able to find men 
who can fill their places. 
I will stand by 
every policeman who fearlessly carries out 
his instructions, and i e need never fear 
that he be let ofl the force if he does so.” 
Mayor Comstock said he indorsed the 
remarks of Judge Cravens, and wanted to 
see gambling in alHllegal forms s’opped. 
“I wouldn't know what a game was if I 
saw it,” added ihe Mayor, “but I guess the 
officers understand it.” 
Mr. Johnson said he knew at least two 
of the present police force who had made 
the statement that they were afraid of 
losing their jobs if they arres’.ed the gam­ 
blers. 
“ W e will give bonds,” said Mr. John­ 
son, "that we can stop gambling in twenty- 
four hours if the Chief of Police will allow 
us to select two officers from the force and 
tell them to stop the faro games.” 
Mr. Johnson also stated that he was 
g o iD g to prepare an amendm ent to the law 
to include hokey-pokey in the list of 
games prohibited. 
Judge Cravens said he had thought of 
the matter, also, and believed it would be 
a good idea to include also the wheel-of- 
fortune game. 
He thought that hokev- 
ookey had a more demoralizing effect than 
100 faro games, bnt he wanted to see them 
all stopped. 
After considerable 
discussion on the 
main question ihe ureeting adjourned. 
The Board of 
Police Commissioners 
afterwards went into execu’ive session to 
further consider the subject.

The grief of Mary, standing at the 
right hand of Christ and dress-d in blue, is 
the grief of a m other; the affliction of St. 
John, who supports Christ, covered with a 
red cloak, is that of a disciple and friend ; 
the tears of M»ry Magdalen, kneeling at 
(he side of St. Johu, do not by any means 
either diminish her beau’y or prevent the 
tiguje, although but half seen, from being 
one of the most graceful creations of the 
easel. 
Beside Mary Magdalen is Mery, the 
sister of Martha, also kneeling, who looks 
with anguish on the descent of Christ. 
Mary Magdalen and Marv are the like­ 
nesses of tbe two wives of Rubens. 
"By tbe side of Christ on a iad’.er stands 
Joseph of Aramathia, nolding him by 
the arm ; at the left side is Nicodetnus, 
coining down from the ladder. There are 
two servants at tbe upper part of tbe cross;

A courier was sent back 
to the cam p for reinforcem ents, hut in the 
m eantim e an incessant fire was kept up on 
both sides, resulting in the wounding of one 
soldier and the killing and wounding of several 
Indians the exact num ber of which could not 
he ascertained, as the reds carried their dying 
and w ounded away. 
About three hours after the courier’s depart­ 
ure troops were seen comiDg at full gallop to 
the rescue. The Indians scattered in all direc­ 
tions and the wagon train was escorted to the 
cam p in safety.

Jauuary 6th —The following 
details of yesterday’s disaster at the Utica m ine 
a t A n g e ls Camp have been received here: 
T h e third cageload of m en was ascending the 
shaft shortly after 12 o clock, when the inch 
aud-one-quarter wire cable parted near the reel, 
the cage being w ithin about 150 feet from the 
lop of the shaft. 
Nine men were upon the cage at the tim e and 
were dashed to death. 
The cage broke through the platform at the 
600-toot level and landed its m angled cargo in 
tbe pit below. 
Men descended at once to recover the bodies 
and worked for several hours, succeeding in 
getting out three bodies, and a portion oi an ­ 
other. 
The cage was founil to be last, and it eould 
not be moved. Further work had to be aban­ 
doned owing to the rapid increase of water. 
The skip could not be used owing to the acci­ 
dent. 
The steam-pump was then lowered to the 000- 
foot level, And was soon throw ing water up into 
tbe 406 foot level. The water was then run Into 
a skip by m eans of a siphon, and hoisted to the 
surface. In this m anner they exjtect to have 
the water out. and remove the bodies by to­ 
morrow m orning. The nam es of the three men 
taken out are: 
Prtce Carter, aged 35 years. 
He has a wife 
ami two children. He moved from El Dorado 
county about three weeks ago and went to 
work in the m ine. He has three brothers iu 
Tulare county and two in Missouri. He has a 
cousin, Robert A. Carter, iu Angels. 
Dan. Danielson, about 50 years of age. He 
was one of the three m iners who escaped from 
the same m ine after the great cave last year.

One ol the others. Tom Keneyovich, was also 
a m arried m an. He leaves a wife and daugh­ 
ter, the latter about 10 years old. The rest of 
the dead m inéis are all single. T heir names 
are: Tom Conovicb. P. Trupich, John Demaria. 
Iiave MeOann. P. Tuischip and J. Bristino. 
Coroner Kelly sum m oned a jury to-day and 
they have exam ined the bodies taken out. An 
inquest will be held at 10 o'clock to-morrow. A 
lull exam ination w ill be held to ascertain if 
there existed any negligence on the part of the 
owners of the mine. 
No cne supposed that the cable which broke 
was ’n any m anner detective. 
To-day people from all portions of the county 
were upon the erouud RDxiously inquiring if 
any of tbeir acquaintances were among the 
killed. The most intense excitem ent has pre­ 
vailed since the accident, and telegram s have 
been received irom ail parts of the State m ak­ 
ing inquiry regarding the disaster.

W a s h i n g t o n , January 6th.—But seven Sen­ 
ators were present at 10 o’clock when the Sen­ 
ate was called to order. 
A resolution was 
adopted requesting tbe Sergeant-at-Arms to in­ 
vite the ab.-cnt members to appear at th eir owtf 
convenience. After a lapse of three-quarters of 
an hour a quorum appeared. 
The presiding officer laid before the Senate a 
com m unication 
from, the Secretary of the 
Treasury asking for an appropriation ol $50,000 
for the repair of the Governm ent building at 
Chicago. Referred. 
The consideration o f the financial bill was re­ 
sumed. Teller addressed the Senate in regard 
to it. For weeks, he said, a bilí was pending 
before the Senate, the im portance of w hich he 
did not underrate and the benevolent purpose 
of which he did not question. 
Yesterday, with 
full knowledge of all the criticism his action 
would bring, but with full consciousness, how ­ 
ever, th a t he was in the discharge of his dutv, 
as he saw it, he had voted to lay th at bill aside 
and take up^the present measure. 
Teller said he supposed the slanders that had 
been perpetrated for eight or ten m onths would 
be reviewed at least outride of this cham ber (to 
the effect that tbe friends of the free coin «ge of 
silver hact entered im o an alliance witli the 
opponents of the election bill for its defeat in 
return for their votes in favor of free coinage) 
There never was a more unfounded slander pub­ 
lished than this. 
Teller then proceeded to 
criticise Sherm an’s speech, w hich, he declared, 
consisted of nothing but assertion as to w hat 
would follow the passage of the pending bill. 
The Senator from Ohio had declared th at the 
country was on a gold basis. The Senator had 
attem pted to put the country on that hasia but 
had been unable to do so. The Senator had a 
wondeiful faculty of being on all sides of all 
financial questions. 
Referring to the condition of American farm ­ 
ers, and showing it to be less prosperous than 
that of the farm ers of France, Teller said the 
fanners of America had made them selves heard 
last November, to his regret and the regret cf 
the Senators on his side of the cham ber. They 
had been found voting almost unanim ously 
with the Democratic party, while they had not 
aHb n n.

It does not contain any definite acceptance of 
Salisbury's proposals lor arbitration of the m ain 
questiou. th at of right of British sealers to ea’ch 
seals in Behring Sea. The Association says that 
Blaine discusses ou'y the subsidiary point of the 
arbitration on the tim e of closing sealing. The 
Association adds that Blaine had not replied to 
Pauncelote’s note of June last, iu which the lat­ 
ter says her Majesty’s Governm ent m ust hold 
the Government ot the United States responsible 
for the consequences arising from acts of inter­ 
ference w ith British vessels contrary to the 
International law. The Association also states 
that no preparations have been m ade to aug­ 
m ent the British fleet in the Northern Pacific 
Ocean, as such a step m ight be regarded as a 
menace. 
The St. James' Gazette to-day says it accepts the 
official denial iu regard to the Behring sea 
troubles, adding, however: “ But why is the 
United States navy being massed iu the Pacific 
unless it is to m ake Behring sea a mare clausurn 1 
The officers of the American navy do not act 
upon ritmar* priuted iu American p’apiers." 
The Pull Mall Gaiette says: "B laine obviously 
m eans to trv more 'bounce' for the sake of m ak­ 
ing political capital. We are convinced, how­ 
ever, that Am ericans will not support him .

The Globe sayB it attributes the friction to

W a s h i n g t o n , January 6th.—The Secretary of 
the Treasury to-day transm itted to Congress a 
com m unication from a Special Treasure Agant 
regarding ’.he Oonalaska, Alaska, custom sta­ 
tion. He says all the Governm ent officials are 
laboring uucer great disadvantage and hard­ 
ship, not only to them selves, but also to traffic 
and the general public good, on account of the 
poor accom m odations at this station. 
He considers it very im portant, it being lo­ 
cated on the principal pass from the Pacific 
ocean to the Behring sea. The old Governm ent 
buildings left by the Russian* not receiving anv 
repairs have completely rotted down and noth­ 
ing is left. 
The United States Commissioner, Deputv Cus­ 
toms Collector and Deputy United States’ Mar­ 
shal are living at present in the Alaska Com­ 
m ercial Company's building. The Marshal is 
unable to provide prisoners w ith proper accom­ 
modations, and is actually compelled to let 
some m urderers roam at large, or when ar­ 
rested chain them to a log or anchorage stone 
exposed to all kinds of w eather. The Marshal 
has only one (10x12) room, the United States 
Commissioner the same, the Deputy Collector of 
Customs w ith his fam ily has two rooms. 
Deputy Marshal A nthony im plored the Treas­ 
ury Agent to present the sitnation to the Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury. 
He says there are no 
trees and no kind of tim ber on the whole 
island, and that the only way to do is to ship 
m aterial from San Francisco or Port Townsend 
and put the buildings together at Oonalaska. 
8uch buildings would in this way cost about 
*10,000.
